“These figures may vary one or two 
1 ither way,” said Mr. Bushnell. Thi 
however, is improbable. 
Famine stalks in the path of sor­ 
row left by the Sans Bois mine hor­ 
ror at McCurtain, Ok. Messages r e ­ 
ceived here today indicate the town 
is practically wlthoul 
food. Extreme 
suffering i.s r’ ported. Between 500 and 
TOO men from neighboring coal camps 
have hurried to McCurtain to search 
for friends and relatives and to assist 
i lithe rescue work. The little stores 
in the town have sold out I heir stocks 
and nothing but empty shelves re­ 
main. 
In some instances entire stocks of 
groceries have been purchased out­ 
right and distributed among the fam­ 
ilies of the victims. The Fort Smi/h 
and Western Railway Company’s gen- 
' ral offices here this afternoon re­ 
ceived a message asking for immedi­ 
ate relief. Two car loads of supplies 
were sent by special train. They arriv­ 
ed there tonight. Citizens here have 
raised a relief fund of more than $700 
for the benefit of the vie* lins and this 
am ount is being used to furnish food 
for the town. 
The death list is still problemati­ 
cal. ‘Investigation among 
ihe 
coffin 
m anufacturers of this city shows ‘ hat 
more than IOO coffins have been or­ 
dered shipped to McCurtain. This does 
not include many coffins purchased 
from undertakers. Communication to­ 
day with McCurtain from Fort Smith 
was frequently interrupted and ll tie 
news was received from the town. It 
is known, however, that no more men 
have been found alive. Fourteen in­ 
stead of thirteen as previously report­ 
ed, were rescued alive yesterday, mak­ 
ing a total of twenl v-five who escap­ 
ed death. Of this num ber one man 
is expected to die as a result of in­ 
juries sustained when the explosion 
picked up a car load of coal and sent 
the lumps at him with terrific force.
